L S.O. 647(E).—Whereas, by the notification of the Government of India in 
the erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport, No. S.O. 78(E) dated 4* 
February 1999, issued under Section 11 of the National Highways 
Authority of India Act, 1988,(68 of 1988), the Central Government has 
entrusted the section from km 592.240 to km 725.000 of the National 
Highway No. 4 in the State of Maharashtra to the National Highways 
Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the “Authority”); 

And, whereas, the Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s 
Maharashtra State Road Development Corporation Limited, Napean Sea 
Road, Priyadarshini Park, Mumbai — 400 036 (hereinafter referred to as 
the “Concessionaire”) for the development of the Satara - Kagal stretch 
from km 592.240 to km 725.000 which forms part of the said section of 
the said National Highway; 

And, whereas, the Central Government has entered into an agreement 
with the Authority for the development of the said Satara - Kagal -stretch 
from km 592.240 to km 725.000 which forms part of the section of the 
said National Highway and to issue a fee notification to levy and collect 
the fees from the said National Highways in terms of the aforesaid 
agreement entered into between the Authority and the said 
concessionaire; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 8A of the 
National Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with Rule 3 of the 
National Highways (Collection of Fees by any person for the Use of 
Section of National Highways/Permanent Bridge/Temporaiy Bridge on 
National Highway) Rules, 1997, the Central Government, having regard 
to the expenditure involved in building, maintenance, management and 
operation of the said stretch of the said National Highway No. 4 interest 
on the capital invested, reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the 
period of such agreement entered into between the Authority and the 
said Concessionaire, hereby notifies that there shall be levied and 
collected fees on mechanical vehicles for the use of the stretch of national 
highway starting from km 592.240 to km 725.000 of National Highway 
No. 4 in the State of Maharashtra at the rate specified in the Schedule 
below, and authorizes the said Concessionaire, to collect and retain the 
said fees on and from the date of commercial operation or publication of 
this notification in the Official Gazette whichever is later and until the 
termination date as specified in the agreement. 


Definitions, - In the notification, unless the context otherwise 
requires, - 
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(i) "actual fees" means the fees actually charged from the road users 
from km.592.240 to Km.

(ii) The actual fees to be charged shall be rounded off to the nearest 
rupee. 

2. The Concessionaire may commence levying and collecting fees from 
the users after four laning of a continuous stretch of not less than 70 
kms out of stretch from km 592.240 to km 725.00 on National Highway 

No.4,. from the date of issuance of Completion Certificate as per the 
Concession Agreement. Provided until the entire stretch from km 
592.240 to Km 725.00 of NH No.4 is four laned and the final Completion 
Certificate in respect thereof is issued, the Concessionaire’s right to levy 
and collect fees shall be limited to a continuous stretch of 70 kms only. 

3. The Concessionaire further agrees that the annual revision in the 
fees in terms of Wholesale Price Index shall cease to be applicable once 
the traffic on the Project Highway, as per traffic sampling conducted by 
Authority, reaches one lakh Passenger Car Units per day. 

4. The following types of vehicles shall be exempted from the fee 
specified above in the Schedule, namely :-

be; 

(B) belonging to winner of Gallantry awards such as Param Vir 
Chakra, Ashok Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir 
Chakra and Shaurya Chakra, if such awardee produces his photo 
identity card duly authenticated by the Competent Authority for 
such Award; 

(ii) Defence vehicles, Police vehicles, , Fire-fighting vehicles, 
Ambulances, Funeral vans, vehicles of the Department of posts 
and telegraphs and Central Government and State Government 
vehicles on duty. 

5. The rates of fee, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment 
of fee and the name, address and telephone number of the 
Concessionaire to whom complaints, if any, should be addressed, shall 
be conspicuously and prominently displayed 500 meters ahead of the toll 
booths, 100 meters ahead of the toll booths and at the toll booths also. 
The height of the display boards and size of letters being such that it is 
easy for drivers to read the display boards and they shall be legibly 
written or printed in English, Hindi and the regional language of the area 
in which the stretch is situated. 


6. The Concessionaire shall nominate an officer as in-charge of fee 
collection, and the Concessionaire and also said officer shall be 
responsible to ensure that fees are collected at not more than the agreed 
rates and the fee collection is smooth without causing undue hardship to

for all other matters connected therewith. 
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'• Vehicles passing through both the toll booths are required to pay 
the specified fee for the entire project stretch between km 592.240 and 
km 725.000 and vehicles passing through only one of the toll booths are 
required to pay 50% of the said fee. 

8. The Concessionaire, shall not collect any fees from local personal 
traffic and local commercial traffic in excess of the following discounted 
rates:

the specified category of vehicle. 

Provided however, that if a separate service lane is opened for free 
use by local traffic, the concessionaire shall levy and collect fee from 
such local traffic, if they use the four-lane Highway. 

9. The Concessionaire, shall publish substance of this notification in 
two local newspapers (one of which shall be in vernacular language), 
which shall also state the date of commercial operation as per the 
provision of this notification, at least ten days prior to the date of 
commercial operation. Such substance shall also be repeated every year, 
ten days prior to giving effect to revised rates as per this notification. 

10. The actual fees to be charged to users shall be computed by the 
Concessionaire and sent to the Authority for validation as soon as 
possible after 31 st March every year, but at least forty five days before the 
rate increase is to be effective. Authority shall provide any comments or 
request clarifications as soon as possible upon receipt of the fee revision 
proposal but not later than fifteen days of receipt of the fee revision 
proposal. If the Authority does not offer comments or seek clarification 
during this period, the revised fee as proposed by the Concessionaire, 
shall be deemed to have been confirmed by the Authority. 

11. The fee shall be collected at two toll booths one at km 634.500 and 
the other at km 694.00.
